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U BEACH ROAD

The latest proposal for developing University Beach 
is really the roadway nature-lovers opposed earlier, 
only now it’s disguised as a ‘walkway’. That is the 
charge I made Monday night at a public meeting on the 
future of Vancouver’s foreshore,. attended by myself 
and many other civic candidates. I’m running for parks 
board, so I’m especially concerned at this sell-out 
of nature by our present NPA roadbuilders on the board. 

The plans call for sand and coarse gravel fill to be 
dumped for virtually its entire length forming a blanket 
one to three feet thick all over this priceless natural 
beach. 

This would be topped by a flat roadbed extending 30 
feet out from the base of the cliffs. Twelve feet of that 


| would be surfaced for use as a walkway and service 


road. 

Parks superintendent Stuart Lefeaux is apparently 
determined to get a road on top of the beach, in spite 
of the public opposition. This is more than a walkway. 
No walkway needs to be 12 to 30 feet wide. 

The report states the service road would be for 
'emergency and service vehicles'. My understanding is 
that that would include dump trucks hauling in the fill 
to build the thing, and later fire trucks. 

That means this is really a full-scale roadway, be- 
cause it is being designed to support huge trucks. 
And if it can carry trucks, it can sure carry cars. If 
we let them get away with putting this thing in, it means 
the end of that beautiful beach as we now know it, and 
it means we have no guarantee they won't pave the thing 
later and open it up as a regular road. 

‘In fact, when you discover that Lefeaux’ plans for 
the new Jericho Park include a great bloody four-lane 
foreshore road cutting right through it, and recall his 
grand scheme for a sort of sea-front expressway from 
Burrard Bridge right around Point Grey and connecting 
up with that new freeway monstrosity running out to 
the university from southwest Marine Drive, it is hard 
to avoid the conclusion that this *walkway /service road' 
is not in fact a sneaky way tolay the roadbed for a future 
extension of the ‘Lefeaux waterfront highway system’. 
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*From the masses to the masses" — Mao 


This article is a tribute to that dedicated soul 
who has faithfully plastered the inside of B.C. Hydro 
buses with pro-marijuana and revolutionary wall stick- 
ers for the past several months. 

Nearly every bus that runs along the Hastings Street 
bus route has at least one sticker in readable condition 
and several others that are just white squares (Hydro 
officials and outraged ‘‘straights’’ can often be seen 
picking away at the walls). 

I first started noticing the stickers about four months 
ago when they were carrying slogans like ‘‘Marijuana 
is a pleasant herb” and “Legalize Marijuana." Shortly 
after that they grew increasingly elaborate, using multi- 
color effects and messages which involved bus passen- 
gers in the absurdity of the drug hysteria (like **The 
person sitting next to you is high on LSD”). When the 
fascist War Measures Act was invoked, ‘‘When law is 
tyranny, Revolution is the only order” started appearing. 

The influence of such revolutionary advertisements 
cannot be under-estimated; the capitalists spend millions 
of dollars per year on just such forms of commun- 
ication. The average person cannot help but read several 
hundred thousand words per day of pig shit in the form 
of advertising slogans. Revolutionary wall painting can 
effectively combat such totalitarian bombardment of 
the mass subconscious. 

The revolutionary slogans of the people are infin- 
itely more effective because they are based on reality 
and confront "straight" readers with thoughts, ideas, 
and facts that are carefully filtered out of their ex- 
perience by the establishments media. For instance, 


STILL GOING THROUGH 


Lefeaux has said all along that we must dump fill 
all over the long beach to protectthe cliffs from erosion, 
but the Swan- Wooster report itself indicates that there 
is only ‘‘a minimal indication of erosion'' along the 
northern 2700 feet of the beach, and that this area does 
not need protective fill. 

Obviously, Lefeaux wants the fill continued along this 
stretch so the whole thing will link up to Northwest 
Marine Drive at Spanish Banks, the spot where he 
started road-building 2 years ago and stopped only be- 
cause of mass protests. 

In other words, the erosion argument is in large part 
an excuse to build a roadway.. 

The only area that NEEDS protection, again according 
to the parks board's own report, is the stretch between 
the two gun towers. 

They could just dump fill there, leaving the rest of 
the beach in its natural beauty, but then Stu Lefeaux 
wouldn't have his precious road. 

He says a service road is needed, in case of accidents, 
but in the past the few people who have been injured 
at the beach have been taken out quickly and easily 
by the coast guard hovercraft or the police boat. He 
says the road is needed so police have access, but this 
too can be adequately done by police boat. 

Fil for the only area of the Point Grey bluff that 
needs protection against erosion could be landed by barge 
on a floating ramp, or brought down from the top via 
cable сопуеуогз such as those used in mines, according 
to geologist Dr. Ian Bain, who has studied the Un- 
iversity Beach situation closely. This would eliminate 
the need for the service roadway all the way along the 
beach and would cut tremendously the $235,000 cost of 
the Swan-Wooster/Lefeaux plan, since most of that 
would be for purchasing fill. 

The report clearly states it is Lefeaux' parks board 
that wants a road: 

“The board of parks and public recreation REQUIRE 
that the 12 foot wide ‘walkway’ be continuous from the 
Spanish Banks end to ensure vehicular access for em- 
ergency and service vehicles at all times. m 

So even the 2500 ft. long northerly section ofthe 
beach, which the SW report itself indicates “15 showing 
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the latest rash of “Off the War Measures Act” stickers 
on the ‘‘groovy’’ hip-capitalist windows of Gastown may 
be one of the first glimmers that '"'straight" people 
get whichinforms them that all people do not blindly 
follow the lies of the Federal government (and this 
opposition is reinforced by repetition on window after 
window, pole after pole). 

Historicaly, as now, wall painting has been one of 
the only forms of communication that the revolutionary 
has available to publicize his cause. | 

The revolutionary message must be brought to the 
people via any means available. How can the people 
become aware of what is happening in their community 
and nation if every head is filled *with establishment 
propaganda like “STOP” and “Supermarket”. 

Revolutionary wall painting is very practical, as it 
doesn’t take one away from other necessary activities 
and endeavors. It can be done on the way to meetings, 
from meetings, to concerts, and on the way home. 
A magic marker is a valuable asset. 

Wall-painting harmonizes well with projects like high 
school organizing, since schools have walls. It can be 
accomplished individually or in small groups. Every- 
body can participate, every school of thought can con- 
tend. 

The expense of revolutionary wall-painting is minimal. 
A lot can be done with a tin of spray paint, sticky-backed 
paper, crayons, etc. The most effective agent for putting 
up wall posters is a thick solution of Carnation Pow- 
dered Milk — apply liberally to surface of object to be 
postered then slap up poster and sponge down corners — 
because it is cheap and once dried is next to impossible 
to remove. ! 

As far as locations for revolutionary art, almost any- 
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only minor indications of erosion", would be smothered 
with a one-foot thick layer of gravel over sand fill. 

What's so wrong with the erosion anyway, in the area 
where it is happening. It's BEEN happening there since 
long before the meddling white man hit the scene. 

The panic is all over several old buildings belonging 
to the university, which are far enough back from the 
cliffs that — even at the erosion rate CLAIMED by 
the report — would not be endangered for several decades, 
by which time they'd probably be too dilapidated to use 
anyway, being wooden buildings. 

The panic is due to a real-estate promoter outlook 
on the part of the park board officials. The SW report 
gives this away, when it says quote, ''The erosion of 
the cliffs has been taking place for centuries. However, 
the process did not reach problem proportions until 
land development progressed to the cliff edges. . .In- 
creasing property values have sharpened the awareness 
that valuable land is eroding at rates varying between 
0.3 and 1.6 feet per yearand thatE VENTUALLY buildings 
and (horrors!) street areas will be threatened.” (In- 
cidentally, I find the erosion rate figures extremely hard 
to believe; the cliffs look virtually the same now as 
they did 5 years ago.) 

What does nasty mother nature do to the eroded mat- 
erial? She builds up the beautiful bathing beaches at 
а Banks with them, that's what. Ain't that ter- 
rible! 

The SW engineers realize this, only they see itas a 
bad thing: ‘‘Wave action," they write in the report, 
"rapidly disperses the loose slide materials and they 
move eastward around the point to build up sandy areas 
at Spanish Banks. In this way the sea effectively pre- 
vents natural stabilization of the cliff areas." 

‘Natural stabilization’! The cliffs obviously aren't 
meant to stabilize, for a while anyway, or that’s what 
they’d DO, without any help from meddling man. 

Once they’ve rebuilt the beach — if we let them get 
away with it — there will be, according to the SW re- 
port, ‘‘slow gradual movement of the gravel (fill) 
along the beach towards Spanish Banks.” Next sentence: 
get this!: “This movement is not expected to be heavy 
but occasional maintenance may be required to replace 
the gravel which has moved from the Point Grey end 
of the beach, THIS CAN BE DONE BY IMPORTING NEW 
GRAVEL OR BY TRUCKING BACK SURPLUS GRAVEL 
FROM THE SPANISH BANKS END OF THE BEACH,” 

In other words, they’d need the so-called ‘walkway’ 
to truck gravel back and forth ad infinitum. After a few 
years of that, I can see them widening the service road 
into the 4-lane sea-side freeway Lefeaux has wanted 
all along, on the pretext of ‘‘stabilizing’’ an unstable 

beach situation! |

MAROS STRIKE AGAIN, 


The Tupamaros, Uruguayan revolutionaries, pulled off 
the biggest bank robbery in history last week. 

An estimated $6 million in jewelry and $48,000 
dollars in cash was liberated from the Bank of the Re- 
public, Uruguay's largest bank, by four women and 
five male guerrillas. The bank was within 50 yards 
of Uruguay's heavily guarded Ministry of the Interior, 
which houses the headquarters of the national secret 
police whose main function is repressing the Tup- 
amaro's and other revolutionaries. : 

The Tups used three kidnapped bank officials to get 
past security guards, then spent a leisurely 3 1/2 
hours sorting through the bank's. vaults, selecting the 


most valuable jewelry which belonged to the richest 
pigs in Uruguayan society. 

The Tupamaros have been used as a model for num- 
erous other revolutionary groups throughout the world, 


including the FLQ because of their excellent and crea- - 


tive planning, courage, and ability to weather even the 
most repressive conditions. Uruguay has been under 
the same police state controls as Canada for many 
months, yet the Tups, with the support of a wide segment 
of the population, continue to make the ruling class 
in Uruguay shake in their boots. | 


A recent warning from the Tupamaro underground 


stated the Uruguay's beaches, which are a traditional 
vacation spot for the super-wealthy, would be so hot 


this summer (winter in Canada) ‘‘that nothing will be 
on them except the sand." 

The aim of the spectacular jewel robbery became 
apparent last Sunday when a Tupamaro communique 
appeared in Montevideo newspapers. In the communique 
the Tups offered to return the jewelry which was 
valued at.less than $200 per piece providing the ow- 
ners run their names and addresses in the major news- 
papers. This action serves a multi-fold purpose: 1) it 
forces the government to break its new censorship of 
Tupamaro activity, 2) it exposes the incompetence of the 
police 3) it exposes the richest pigs in the country 
to the people 4) it contrasts even further the govern- 
ments flimsy myth that the Tups are merely bandits

CUNNINGHAM'S X

The spacious, landscaped lawn of Ralph Cunningham 
on SW Marine Dr. was the scene ofa party Sunday for 
members of Vancouver Women's Caucus, The well- 
groomed shrubs were decorated with multi-colored signs 
and music was provided by the women's theatre group 
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playing tin cans. It looked like a party in a public park, We а 


but the lawn is private property paid for by profits 
made at Cunninghams drug stores and one of his sub- 
sidiaries, C.H. Hosken. 

Twelve women at Hosken have been on strike for 
six months for their first union contract. They want 
job security, better working conditions and decent pay. 
Their union, Retail, Wholesale and Dept. Store Union 
is legally certified but Cunningham refuses to bargain 
seriously. 

Women's Caucus planned the party to remind Cunning- 
ham that he cannot retire to the serenity of his spac- 
ious lawn and home and forget these women who have 
been attempting to support themselves and their families 
on meagre strike pay. | 

Neighbors were leafleted and urged to join the boycott 
of Cunninghams to force the company to negotiate with 
the employees. The man next door argued that workers 
get too much money now — a response expected from the 
class of people who live on SW Marine Dr. But most of 
the neighbors were polite and thanked them for bringing 
this to their attention. 

Attempting to talk to Cunningham, the women were 
met at the front door bya member of the Merchant Patrol 
Cunningham's full time protection for his private pro- 
perty. He said Cunningham was not at home. 

The neighbor who was concerned about the accumulation 
of his own profit came next door to order everyone off 
the property and told the reporters from the Sun, Pro- 
vince and CKNW they were not allowed to take pictures 
or tape the arguments with him. 

(The reporters wasted their aftenoon — no articles 
on the demonstration appeared in the papers — John 
MacD. Lecky, a member of the Cunninghams board of 
directors and a director of the Sun Publishing Company 
must have sent the word down before they were printed) 
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A 14-year-old boy is right now imprisoned in the 
Juvenile Detention Home (for ‘home’, read ‘Jail’) for 
the heinous crime of having а quarrel with his sister. 
Be will mot be released before Friday — if then. 


His father was not contacted by police, jail officers

I have decided to go ahead with publishing one side 
of the story because the father feels it is urgent that 
his son's imprisonment receive publicity right away 
and I agree, I am unable to use names because it is 
ilegal to publish names of juvenile ‘offenders’ ог 
next-of-kin, In this case the boy pretty clearly is NOT 
an offender, but the law would still hold, as his case

The boy's dad, who has been looking after him since 
May of '68 when he and his former wife were divorced, 
says his son went to his former wife's home last Fri- 
day night to visit. 


POLICE HAUL HIM OFF TO JAIL 


"David" ( not his real name) told me he got in a 
fight with his sister about what TV program to watch, 
and they hit each other a few times. It had all blown 
over when my (former) wife got home but David's sister 


The party continued— theatre presentations and singing 
ended the afternoon. And the strike of the Hosken women 
continues. | 

The women at Hosken, a warehouse and wholesale 
firm, are demanding wage parity with Western Whole- 
sale Drugs, also owned by Cunninghams, which has a 
union contract. For example, a janitoress at Western 
makes $2.90, at Hosken they were offered $2.00; a packer 
at Western makes $3.45, at Hosken they were offered 
$1.87 to start and $2.13 after 6 months. 

The boycott was initiated after Hosken hired scabs 
to keep the warehouse operating. 

Women's Caucus sees the struggle of these women as 
affecting all working women. More than 85 per cent 
of working women in B.C. are without any union pro- 
tection. Women can be hired, promoted or fired strictly 
on the whim of the boss — whether he likes the way they 
are dressed or talk.

David's father never got any call He only found 
Out because a young friend of David's found out and 
told him. 

He immediately called the detention ‘home’ (and believe 
me, it’s no home — I’ve seen it and it's a prison, and 
a dismal one at that — you may recall my stories on 
it in last summer's Straights) and was given the run- 
around. Finally, he was given the name of the super- 
visor, M.E. Wightman. 

When he asked Wightman why he hadn'tbeen contacted, 
the supervisor said he didn't know how to contact him. 

"I said ‘Did you ask David? Did you ask his mother?’ 
And Wightman said ‘I didn’t ask anybody.’ ” 


PROBATION OF FICER’S HOLIDAY DISTURBED 


The father said Wightman refused to give him the name 
of the probation officer looking after David’s case, in- 
stead saying he’d have the probation man call the father 
back, 

“І waited all (Saturday) afternoon for the call. I was 
feeling sick with worry. My son was being held incom- 
municado. When the probation officer (Cairns) finally 
phoned and I complained, he said to me ‘You think I 
should get no rest on a Saturday?’ 

“I said to him: ‘What about my child being in JAIL 
on a Saturday?’ ” 

Cairns told him the charge was ‘being beyond the 
control of his parents’, said David would appear in 
court Monday and said something to the effect that the 
judge (Vance, who needn’t worry about East side kids 
like David, living as he does on the pleasant reaches of 
St. George’s Crescent in West Van) had ordered that 
David stay behind bars for one week! This decision was 
apparently made before David had even appeared in 
court!

Because women's role has been defined primarily in 
terms of the home, employers have been able to use 
women as cheap labor. Historically, women in Canada 
have been. pushed back and forth between the work force 
and the home according to the needs of businesses and 
corporations. 

Cunninghams is a multi-million dollar company — the |. 
second largest wholesale-retail corporation in the drug 
business in Canada. They won Western Wholesale and 
Western drug stores, Hosken and retail stores under the 
following names: Cunninghams, Tobans, Savers, Reliable, 
Woolworth, and Merry Mart variety stores. 

The B.C. Federation of Labor recently adopted a 
motion to support the boycott initiated by VWC. The 
active support of the labor movement and the public 
at large is important to winning this strike. But most 
importantly, women must act together to fight for their 
rights and their liberation. 


"LOCKED HIM IN LIKE A CRIMINAL’ 


David's father visited him in jail Sunday afternoon 
(2 hours Sunday and 2 hours Wednesday are the only 
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"David zame out and talked to me,” he said, almost 
weeping, ''and then, in front of me, they locked him back 
in — like a criminal!” 

The father's lawyer, Humphry Waldock, tried to-con- 
tact juvenile court officials about David. Nobody knew 


anything about it — or so they said. I ran into the same 
close-mouthedness Tuesday, from Wightman (“I can't 
give you that information. It is confidential”) and pro- 
bation supervisor Alan Cobbin, who actually said that, 
“with respect", a week was not a very long time for the 
boy to wait behind bars for a psychiatric examination: 
“It’s very quick. It’s a bit like a surgeon, he can’t 
do an operation right away. Our psychiatrist has to get 
information on a juvenile’s background before examining 
him. And there may be several cases for him to handle — 
who's to say which shouldcome first?” 

"With respect’’ Га suggest that a boy who is in jail 
for a family quarrel should come first.

A further indication of what’s going on inside super- 
visor Cobbin’s head was his remark that this kind of 
case should not be made public. When I pointed out 
that the courts are public places to provide a degree 
of public scrutiny of the court officers (that was the 
original idea at least) he replied that **those that go to 
court are the morbidly curious.’’ 

From the sounds of it, some citizen, whether ‘mor- 
bidly curious’ or humanely concerned (it.all depends 
on your viewpoint) should have been in court Monday. 

According’ to David's father, there was talk by of- 
ficials of neither parent having proper custody of the 
boy. 

“Thats not true," said the heart-broken man. “Не 
is not beyond my control.

In other action, the Tups, somtimes known as South 
American Yippies, have brought their proclamations dir- 
ectly to the public, circumventing the censored news 
media. In the past they had resorted to flash meetings 
in factories and movie houses, but as support grows 
they are taking armed propaganda lessons into the 
centres of city life: 

Recently, at noon a Tupamaro commando group 
took over a restaurant in one of the main market places 


in Montevideo. They asked the people to remain calm, 
informed them that the restaurant was now in control 
of the Tupamaros and that a proclamation was to be 
read. After the reading they distributed copies of it 
amongst the people, chatted with customers and left the 
place ten minutes later. 

Later in the evening, a woman and two men went into 
a posh beer parlour in the residential district of Po- 
citos. One of the group spoke of the present stage of 


revolutionary struggle in Uruguay. They distributed leaf- 


lets and painted slogans on the walls before leaving. 

The Tups are also famous for such actions as hi- 
jacking Swift meat trucks and distributing the meat in 
the crowded ghettos, and commandeering an entire 


army barracks, a police headquarters, radio stations, 
etc., all while the authoritarian Uruguayan government 
continues to maintain the Tups have been snuffed out. 
The Tupamaros still hold Claude Fly, (an agricultural 
advisor and recently revealed CIA agent in charge 
of operations in Paraguay, Brazil, Argentina, as well 
as Uruguay) months after he was kidnapped and in spite 
of a house by house search by U.S, trained police, 

The Tupamaros are the living embodiment of the phil- 
osophy, “‘Use what you have to get what you need,” 
and have ripped off almost all of their guns, ammun- 
ition and supplies from the police, army and government.

Government lies put Laportes 


М. ROBERT LEMIEUX: "М. Demers(the gov- 
ernment negotiator with the F.L.Q.) told 
me that he had Lied to me in order to. 
save the life of Pierre Laporte. It was 
not the first time that a colleague Lied 
to me in three and a half years.' 


Inquest into the death of M. Laporte was also open, 
the above now holding back important evidence. 

At this inquest several persons appeared: First of all, 
Dr, Valcourt, the doctor who performed the autopsy on 
the body of M. Laporte. Dr. Valcourt confirmed that 
M. Laporte suffered no brutality, contrary to rumors 
which the authorities tried to spread. 

Next Mme. Rose, mother of Paul and Jacques Rose, 
recognized various objects belonging to her sons and 
found on Armstrong St. (M. Laporte's place of detention). 

Then Bernard Lortie testified; refusing all protection

(a) When the police arrived Friday, Nov. 6 our four 
comrades were inside the apartment with two girls. 

(b) The ‘‘fascist police’? knocked and then broke 
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place inside a clothes closet). 

(c) The three patriots stayed there motionless for 
24 hours. 

(d) On Saturday night at 6:30 the two policemen went 
for supper and left their weapons in the apartment. 
Our three comrades left by the back door of the apart- 
ment, which had been locked from the inside, not 
forgetting to take along the weapons left behind through 
excessive negligence. The Front thanks them for them 
(the weapons). 

(e) Before leaving the place, Francis Simard, Jacques 
Rose and his brother Paul Rose were careful not to 
replace the cover of their hideaway, and they left 
fingerprints everywhere.

Moreover, the Association des Policiers Provinciaux 
du Quebec, (A.P.P.Q.), in the person of its president, 
M, Guy Magnon, complains of serving as the ''Scape- 
goat’? in the declarations of political men.

You remember that М. Bourassa, the next day after 
the kidnapping of M. Cross, decided to negotiate with 
the F. L.Q. 

Certainly, agreement did not exist between him and 
his ministerial cabinet. Certain ministers were in 
agreement, such as M, Castonguay, others were not, 
such as М. Jerome Choquette, the ‘‘tough one," ex- 
ecutor of the sombre tasks dictated by М. Trudeau. 

Alittle while later, М. Bourassa refused to negot- 
iate. Elected by the political-financial establishment in 
Ottawa, he saw himself reduced to impotence by this 
same group.

COULDN'T 
CARLESS

The RCMP found the car 4 hours after it had been 
stolen. That's fast work. However it took them nine 
months to return it to the owner. 

In between is a tale of extreme carlessness. 

The owner, David Ewert, is a young Vancouver 
doctor of Chiropractic medicine. 

The car is a '62 white MG which was stolen at 2 
in the morning on January 12 of this year. 

The thief is the person who got away after driving the 
car into a field on the highway near Langley. 

The incompetents are the Langley RCMP, who stored 
the car for 9 months even though Vancouver City Police 
had been given the description, license and identific- 
ation of the owner. 

Dave Ewert had just recently bought the MG, It 
had been in being repaired while he was out of town, and 
he had just been driving it for three days when it was 
stolen. 

The papers had not yet been transferred from the orig- 
inal owner. But the details were given to city police. 

When the RCMP found the car (according to what 
they shamefacely told Ewert) they had the car picked 
up by a garage outside Langley. They couldn't find the 
owner at first, they said. But then for some reason the 
file was closed and stamped ''returned to owner" on 
February 4, 

Ewert, meanwhile, still thought his car was missing. 

The RCMP wasn't interested in the issue for another 
nine months. Then in October they got a $250 bill for 
storage from the Livingstone garage. That woke them 
up and eventually they found Dave Ewert, the owner. 

They were very nice on the phone, Ewert said. They 
asked him to come down to Langley and see them. When 
he got there the tone changed somewhat, he said. First 
they noticed his moustache and somewhat longish hair. 
Then they began asking if he really was Dr. Ewert. 

Staff Sgt. MacGuire did say that it was too bad and that 
the RCMP had got ''egg on its face”, Ewert said. Even 
so “‘there was some talk of me paying the $250 storage 
fec". But that was dropped. 


he said, “‘plants growing all over it and spiders crawling 
over the upholstery". 

So far he has had to pay $19 for the original towing 
of the MG to its 9 month vacation site. Then another 
$30 in charges to have the car towed back to Vancouver. 

You may ask, why didn't he drive it home? It wouldn't 
move. The motor had rusted solid, the brake cables 
had rusted on and the batteries had gone completely 
dead. А 9 month rest in the rain isn't very revitalizing 
for a car. 

In addition the interior was mildewed. 

The new batteries cost $6 a pair ( two 6-volt for 
this model of MG). And the other repairs to the car 
will cost at least 250, according to Ewert. 

The original thief, however, is only responsible for 
about $40 damage. He bashed a fence post with the right 
rear fender as he drove off the highway. 

Unfortunately, the car, in the process of being trans- 
ferred between owners, was not insured. So unless the 
Langley detatchment comes up with an unusual display 
of public-spirited generosity, the owner will have to pay 
for the repairs. . .if he decides they are worth it, Or 
he could try to take the RCMP to court.

—that no welfare be given to anyone who hadn’t 
established six months residency in the province. 

— that a $10 million federal grant on the occasion of 
the B.C. Centennary be used to build a pollution 
control centre, Laudable as this may sound, it may 
be a device for co-opting the ecology movement 
while not dealing with the basic cause of pollution — 
the exploitative economic System. 

The full convention also defeated two resolutions that 

were popular with many of the delegates. 

One of these declared that British Columbia was 
becoming a haven for ‘human Misfits’ and that they 
should be taken off welfare as a measure designed to 
combat this ‘social menace’, 

Another wanted to end the right to strike by imposing 
compulsory arbitration on unions. Even the Bennett 
government knows that these are politically impossible 
so they were dropped. 

Tom Campbell declared that Bennett was his leader, 
which shouldn’t have surprised anyone, while people- 
hater Phil Gaglardi was apparently the most popular 
Socred Politician after Bennett.

HIGH SCHOOL FROM A DRAFT DODGER 


Ait open letter to Tom Taylor, vice-principal of Hill- 
side Secondary in West Vancouver: 


Your school, like most public Schools, is a prison. 

Hillside has certain qualities which perfectly match 
those of Oakalla Correctional Institution —Students must 
be there whether they want to be or not (compulsory 
attendance); students cannot act against their imprison- 
ment without being punished (detentions, phone calls to 
parents, notes on report cards, stern lectures); and 
students cannot voice any opinions which differ sig- 
nificantly from those of the prison authorities. 
. Hillside also resembles Oakalla in another way: The 
administration decides what speakers may be heard in 
the school. 

I was invited several weeks ago to speak to a guidance 
class at Hillside on the subject of American draft- 
evaders in Canada. The invitation came from a 17-уеаг- 
old student, with the consent of her instructor. 

At the last minute, the administration (of which you, 
as principal, are а part) cancelled the speech. The 
reason given for cancelling the speech was that since 
Hillside has compulsory attendance, it would be unfair 
to force students to listen to a Speaker whom they or 
their parents might object to. This line of reasoning 
would be funny — if it wasn't so totalitarian. 

You're denying freedom of speech on the grounds 
that you’ve already denied another basic freedom — the 
right to leave. ; 

The student who had originally invited me went to 
her guidance class the day the speech was cancelled 
and asked the students what they thought. They voted 
unanimously to hear me. 

She then arranged for me to speak in the Gym at 
noon-hour later in the week. Only those students who 
expressly wanted to hear me — and who wanted to skip 
part of their lunch-hour would be present. Again the 
speech was cancelled; this time on the grounds that it 
would be terrible to allow the students to hear a con- 
troversial speaker without presenting the opposite point 
of view at the same time. As if the students don’t get 
the opposite point of view every day of their lives — from 
television, from the Vancouver Sun, and from the schools. 

I telephoned you, Tom, so that I might hear first hand 
your reasons for cancelling the speech. ‘‘In the first 
place," you told me, ‘‘we didn't know what your status 
was — were you a fugitive draft-evader or a landed 
immigrant."

This country has made one of the most logical 
governmental studies of the use of non-medical drugs.

At 
present a number of people in the Canadian Armed 
Forces, Sea Element, are in ''*Jail" for 14 days on a 
charge of ‘‘suspicion’’ of drug use. 

These people (unless you look at them in the military 
Way) were brought in for questioning in an investigation 
that the Navy is doing on the use of drugs in the Navy. 

An investigator takes you in their little coffee room 
and begins. 

You are informed of your rights, 

You are told your friends have confessed and named 
you, SO you should do so to others, 

You are told your name was mentioned by others; 
that’s why you're here, - 

You are asked to make a statement, and if you don’t 


you are told you are being “bloody uncooperative’’, 


You are told that you can be Charged with with- 
holding evidence if you don’t sign a statement. 
You are asked what drugs you do. 
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no official policy of excluding draft-evaders. An Amer- 
ican draft evader can be either a landed immigrant or 
a visitor in Canada, Either way his status is perfectly 
legitimate. Your statement may perhaps have been in- 
tended to frighten me. If so, it didn't work. 

Later in our conversation you informed me that allowing 
a pro-draft evasion speech at any time during school 
hours would produce numerous complaint calls from par- 
ents. ‘‘We want to spend as much time as possible 
with the students," you said, “апі we haven't time to 
talk to a lot of irate parents." 

Well Tom, let me put it to you this way: I’m sure that 


if you were really concerned about the students you 


would consider a few irate phone calls a small price 
to pay for letting students hear a personal account of 
the American draft and a few basic facts about the 
Vietnamese war, the most important war of the last 20 
years. 

When I pressed you on this point, you suggested that 
I might be able to speak in the School at night or at 
some other time when school is not in session. “I 
think I could assure you of a pretty good audience," 
you told me. On thinking it over, I've decided that 
speaking at night would totally reduce the impact of 
what I have to say. Schools are prisons and I don’t 
expect students to come back to their prison to hear 
me speak. YOU get to tell YOUR side of the story during 
school hours: I see no reason why I should not be able 
to do the same. 

But there is a more important factor which keeps 
me from sending you the written request to speak 
after school hours that you asked me for: You have no 
right to decide what speakers the students at Hillside f 
will or will not hear. You do not represent the students 
of Hillside in any way. They never voted for you or 
asked you to make decisions for them. 

Behind the nice-guy liberal mask that the adminis- 
tration of Hillside Secondary shows to the world, there 
is a solid core of totalitarianism that controls and 
manipulates the lives of the students. 

I would rather deal directly with the students, not 
with their oppressors. If any student from the school 
would like to contact me to arrange a speech or just to 
rap about the draft, or the war in Vietnam, or school, 
or dope, I can be reached at 254-7362. Or you can write 
me care of the Georgia Straight, 56a Powell St., Van.

You are asked how often. 

After the little interview you are placed on open 
arrest indefinitely, until completion of the investigation, 
This means you are confined to the base. You are 
charged under section 118 of Queen's Regulations and 
Orders, so there is justification for holding you. You | 
are told nothing of what is to happen or what can happen 
to you. 

Section 118 states that you have done ‘‘something’’ 
unbecoming a ‘‘person’’ in the military. 

After about a week you are told you are going to 
"Captains" to defend yourself, At Captains you are 
asked if you are guilty or not guilty. You are asked for 
your story and you are given a lecture, You are given 
14 days in Jail for what someone said and suspected, 
You are not allowed to make a phone call. You go to Jail. 
You wonder who hates youso you can mention his name 
and see if it will do any good. 

I leave this as sketchy as possible because that's the 
way it is to these people.

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KIDS AS COPS

Until recently Vancouver's boss cop, John Fisk, had 
little status when he met with his U.S. counterparts. 

Now the situation has changed and Chief ‘Frisk’ 
can hold his head high after developing a Tactical Squad, 
purchasing riot sticks, getting more police, and using 
all of these against people on several occasions in the 
past months. 

Not satisfied with these gains, Frisky is introducing 
an American version of the Hitler Youth Corps to our 
city. 

The program, modelled after a similar group in Los 
Angeles, will begin on Jan. 1, 1971. It involves forming 
the *Law Enforcement Venture Company" with boys 
of fourteen to eighteen who will be dressed in uniforms 
very similar to those of the police and training them 
in citizenship, sportsmanship, and police techniques. The 


Ф 0оуѕ will have to conform to all the regulations of the 


police department and Frisky hopes that they will pro- 
vide a recruiting pool from which future policemen will 
be drawn. 

There is little that is humorous in the plan. Any 
kid who was forced into the law's clutches by his par- 
ents could suffer permanent psychological damage. In 
addition the group could easily be converted into an 
adjunct of the police department to be used as junior. 
spies on the activities of friends and relatives. Finally, 
the middle class are less likely to use the group and so 
the burden of repression would fall on working class 
kids, just as most police now are drawn from the work- 
ing class. 

On the other hand, maybe younger dopers could in- 
filtrate the group with the object of turning on the 
recruits and destroying the program. But then ‘Frisk’ 
might demand riot control tanks sooner.

GASTOWN

A few years ago Gastown was an ordinary slum with 
a few businesses, absentee slum landlords, a population 
of skid row types who bothered no one and cops who 
harassed the ‘bums’. Today, thanks to the ingenuity 


` of the property owners, the area has about 75% businesses, 


most of which are small craft shops selling the wares 
of hip culture or the funkier products of the dominant 
culture to the many people who come to the area be- 
cause of the lessened plasticity to be found. 

Now this new status-quo of the small merchant is 
threatened by a policy directive from the provincial 
Attorney-General and the City Prosecutor's office. All 
merchants in the Gastown area who stay open on Sun- 
days have been informed by the police that as of Dec. 
6 they risk prosecution under the federal Lord's Day 
Act which restricts Sunday business activities to those 
businesses which are a necessity, such as pharmacies. 
The possible penalties are maximum fines of $50 for 
non-incorporated enterprises and $500 for incorporated 
ones. 

A meeting of the Gastown Merchants Association dis- 
closed that they had the support of Socred MLA's 
along with all the civic politicians, the mass media and 
much of the public in their opposition to the Sunday 
closure edict. Even law and order Campbell was on the 
side of virtue, i.e. the merchants. It appears likely at 
this time that the merchants who are supported by the 
area's property owners (slum landlords) will win out 
and Gastown will remain open for Sunday selling to 
all the peoplé who can come in from the east end on the 
nice new expressway which is being built through the 
low income Strathcona district. Everyone will be happy 
the merchants with all the publicity they are getting free 
and the ‘bums’ with the continued traffic of the Sunday 
„marks, 


СА TEAM representative was given a warm hand for -

you can hook up an outhouse or two toa tank, throw 
in spare apple cores and carrot tops, and use the gas 
that results from decomposition to supply your home 
with heat and electrical power at minimal cost and pol- 
lution? 

Well, now you can run your car or truck with that 
very same gas: CH4, or methane. Harold Bate, an 


engineer-farmer in England, is now selling devices that 
will allow you to convert any car over to methane, 
propane or any other type of gas. The costis $25. 

Methane is part of natural gas, and appears to be 
far superior to gasoline as a fuel, being far cleaner and 
easier on car parts. That, of course, is just why De- 
troit is so het up on gasoline — it may kill us all, but 
that’s where the money is. And so many oblige, feeding 
the hand that bites them... 


BUM OUT THE OIL COMPANIES 


Mr. Bate appears to be a sincere man, and in the 
fifleen years he has worked with methane, has had 
many articles written on him and his Incredible In- 
vention: the chickenshit car. He has demonstrated his 


| Device on CBS and BBC, and the British Ministry of 
| Transport has announced their approval of it.

According to Bate, the conversion itself is an easy 
matter, taking only a couple of hours and requiring no 
tools. So is the operation of the gas digestor. (Com- 
plete instructions on converting the car and building 
and operating methane digestors of all sizes are incl- 


| uded with the Device. ) 
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Bate recom using a ee oil drum for your 
;digestor unit, Into this, you place a bucket of manure 
| for 3 starter. Keep the digestor at a steady 80 degrees 
if possible. А small oil heater, placed under the drum 
will do this job. Keeping a heat level up is essential, 
| as the heat causes two microbes in the manure to eat 
‚ each other, which produces the methane. 

Add to the manure supply every once in a while 
(the instructions no doubt give more explicit instructions) 
and completely change the batch every six months. 

Now you collect the gas with bottles or plastic bal- 
loons, feeding it into the convertor device on your 
carburetor, from where it is sucked into the engine to 
meet an explosive death at the hands of the Awaiting 
Spark Plugs. (i'm getting саге away by the drama 
of this... .) 

You can even change from gasoline to shitpower or 
vice-versa when your car is in motion: just turna 
tap and the engine reconverts. 

Bate writes that you can use ‘‘all kinds of manure 
Chicken — Pig — Cow — Sheep — Horse and Human" 
for methane production. I assume this would include 
goats — Dogs — Cats and Rabbits too. If this is the 
case, the average communal house has quite a vast 
potential gas supply. (Freeks — earn $$$$ in the 
comfort of your own home — produce and sell methane 
for fastidious straight people: it’s the ideal cottage 
industry! 

Of course, those of you who don’t feel ready for shit- 
power just yet, can always get the device and run your 
car on propane, which is available at a growing number 
of gas stations. 


LESS AIR POLLUTION 


On to advantages: methane is much cheaper than gas- 
oline, costing only materials for your digestor and 
oil or whatever for heating. It is available anywhere, 
no matter how far out in the hinterlands. It does not 
(says Bate) produce any carbon deposit on the cylinders, 
does not cause engine wear (Bate hasn’t changed the 
spark plugs in his chickenshit car since he converted 
it in '55.) Result: less money wasted on fuel and car 
repairs. 

It is considerably less air polluting, We must not 
get carried away here — despite the wishful thinking 
that causes some people to hail electric or steam cars 
as the answer to car problems, itis essential to remem- 
ber that air pollution is but a single facet of car pol- 
lution. However, the majority of car-owners are not

willing to give them up just yet. Until eco-disasters 

begin to cloud over the bright promises of Madison 

Avenue, most people will continue to drive. For those 

of you who want to cut down on pollution, but aren’t 

willing to give up your car, this cheap device may hold 
an answer. 

There are 4 major pollutants expelled by conventional 
car exhausts: 

1) CARBON MONOXIDE — A straight poison. Causes 
brain and nerve damage in many cities, Makes up 
over half the weight of annual air pollutants in U.S, 
92% of this comes from automobiles. METHANE 
DOES NOT PRODUCE CARBON MONOXIDE, 

2) HYDROCARBONS play a big part in smog formation. 
automobiles contribute 2/3 of the hydrocarbons 
expelled in the U.S, Since one o f the features of the 
methane system is no carbon deposits on the cylin- 
ders and no engine wear, (according to Bate) IT 
WOULD APPEAR THAT CARS RUN ON METHANE 
PRODUCE SUBSTANTIALLY LES, IF ANY, HYDRO- 
CARBONS THAN THOSE RUN ON GASOLINE. 

3) LEAD COMPOUNDS, added to gasoline by oil company 
Strangeloves, are not a major pullutant by tonnage, 
but are a source of real danger to those of us that 
breathe for a living. In the U.S. two pounds of lead 
per person are added to auto gasoline as alkyl lead 
each year. Most of this ends up spread throughout 
the world by air, rain, snow, river, ocean, and so 
on. Inside our bodies, lead acts as a poison, causing 
acute brain damage in high levels. 

METHANE, of course, DOES NOT CONTAIN LEAD, 
It is efficient enough on its own. 

4) NITRIC OXIDE: THIS IS WHERE METHANE FALLS 
DOWN. Any fuel causes NO when burned, as a suf- 
ficiently high temperature combines nitrogen and 
oxygen, both of which are present in air. Auto- 
mobiles are responsible for about 1/2 of the nitric 
oxides released each year in the U.S. Not bad by 
itself, but becomes nitrogen dioxide in air and sun- 
light, which is much more poisonous. This in turn 
can react with raindrops or water vapour to form 
nitric acid — and THEN, baby, you got troubles. 
Nitric acid being a powerful corrosive, it kindof takes 
the edge off metals, plants and animals, when the 
concentrations get high enough.

STRAIGHT SHITPOWER 


For those of you interested in using methane to supply 
your non-car power needs (thereby completely freaking 
b.c. hydro & Power Authority): 

Basically, you will need a digestor (build this) and 
an engine, gas or steam. This setup would be ideal for 
communes, but city or country families can build a joint 
system, and even one family could make enough methane 
with the aid of pets or farm animals. Remember, in 
this case, organic wastes from the kitchen and garden 
ca n supplement your stock. 

for electrical power, add a generator. a hog-farmer 
in the u.s. uses hogshit to supply his animals with 
pumped water and heat. he got a gas generator, added 
a natural gas carburetor, and heats the digestor free 
by running hot water from the engine's cooling system 
through the digestor in pipes. 

steam engines are cheap and available from japan 
(around $100 for a small one), they can do big jobs, too. 
contact the japanese trade legation. 

information on building all kinds of methane digestors 
is readily available — see list below — yet there seems 
to be a missing link. namely, HOW to connect the digestor 
to the steam engine and generator (a gas stove element 
would probably work here: pipe gas from digestor into 
stove element, thereby heating water in the steam en- 
gine) (fan belt connecting engine to generator) (check | 
out army surplus stocks for generators). Ingenuity should 
solve any problems here — the task isrelatively simple.

Is the United States a planetary disease? 


Imagine that we could compress the world’s present 
population of over three billion persons into one town 
of 1,000 persons, in exactly the same proportions. In 
such a town of 1,000 persons there would be only 70 
(United States) Americans. These 70 Americans — a 
mere 7% of the town’s population — would receive half 
of the town’s income. This would be the direct result 
of their monopolizing over half of the town’s available 
material resources. Correspondingly, the 70 Americans 
would have fifteen times as many possessions per person 
as the remainder of the townsmen. 

The 7% Americans would have an average life ex- 
pectancy of 70 years. The other 930 would average less 
than 40 years. The lowest income group among the 
Americans, even though it included a few people who 
were hungry much of the time, would be better off by far 
than the average of the other townsmen. The 70 Ameri- 


cans and about 200 others representing Western Europe, | 
and a few classes in South America, South Africa, 


Australia and Japan would be well off by comparison 
with the rest. 

Could such a town, in which the 930 non- Americans 
were quite aware of both the fact and means of ће 
Americans' advantages, survive? Could the 70 Americans 
continue to extract the majority of the raw materials 
essential to their standardof living from the property 
of the other 930 inhabitants? While doing so, could they 
convince the other 930 inhabitants to limit their pop- 
ulation growth on the thesis that resources are limited? 
How many of the 70 Americans would have to become 
soldiers? How much of their material and human re- 
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sources would have to be devoted to military efforts in 
order to keep the rest of the town at its present dis- 
advantage? 

Chances are the 70 Americans would have to organize 
into a military camp in order to maintain their material 
dominance ofthe remainder ofthe town. Chancesare 
most of the Americans would be too insecure or guilty 
about their situation to enjoy their dominance. Chances 
are this guilt and insecurity would lead some of the 
Americans to protest the situation and call for a change. 
Chances are that the protesting Americans would find 
themselves subjected to variations of the same re- 
pressive forces being used to subdue the other 930 
townspeople. Chances are the military camp would also 
be a police camp. 

The most regretful thing about the situation you have - 
been asked to imagine is that it is not imaginary. For 
such is the present material relationship and incipient 
political relationship of the United States to the rest of 
the world, The material relationship is very clear: the 
United States is systematically plundering the planet’s 
physical resources. And if the political conclusions 
drawn above are not yet so, they are rapidly becoming 
so. The logical complement of a nature of plunderers is 
a nation of police.

ANSWER: Birth control pills should not be used to post- 
pone menstruation. Compact tampons are available and 
a supply of several months would occupy little space in 
your back pack. Before disposable napkins and tampons 
were available women used soft washable pieces of cloth. 
If you'll be away indefinitely that might be best for you.

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Welfare 


A great many directives have been coming from Phil. 
Gagliardi’s Department of Rehabilitation and Social 
Improvement. All of the directives have proved to be 
controversial, but almost all of them are mere ‘‘re- 
minders” to Phil’s administrators about policy that 
has been in effect since the Social Assistance Act 
was passed. 

Since the standard policy is rather tight fisted and 
paternalistic, Phil merely has to getthe press to quote 
him from his directives to show the public that he is 
protecting their purse from the deadbeats and the bums. 
The great volume of directives that have been brought 
down lately, can only be explained by the publicity that 
Phil gets after they have been delivered: could Flying 
Phil have designs for leading this province after the 
old man retires at the end of ‘71? 

By way of example, look at the three directives that 
came from his office on October 1st: one was signed 
by the Director of Operations, R.J. Burnham, and 
said that he had been instructed to ‘‘issue the following 
instructions for the guidance of workers administering 
child welfare cases”. 3 

He then proceeded to quote the Protection of Children’s 
Act, He pointed to those sections which said that after 
the courts had seized a child and taken it away from its 
parents, the parents are to pay for the welfare of the 
child “о the extent that they are able’’, 

The fact is that the only people that would be able to 
pay for the child's welfare live in Shaughnessy, and few 
social workers would risk apprehending a child from a 
family with money. 

In any event none of the policies iterated were new, 
‘put they still gave Phil some pressinkas social workers 
reacted to the directive because they felt that their 
integrity was being challenged. Nothing is more press 
worthy than a social worker whose integrity is being 
challenged by Phil Gaglardi, but again, the social 
worker’s integrity has always been in question because 
they have adhered to these rules all along. 

The two other directives that came out on October 
lst appeared to be related. The first was signed by 
~ >= Ё Minister Е.К. Rickinson. Again this directive 
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their staff: “Ip those few immer where malpractice 
dereliction of duty or non-adherence to departmental 
policy and procedures are in evidence on the part of 
any employee, supervisory persommel are expected to take 
immediate and appropriate action. Such corrective action 
will receive the full support of this administration." 
_ Again, nothing was stated that has not been policy 
for years, in fact nothing was stated that is not ''good 
business" anywhere, Challenged further, the social 
workers reacted to Gaglardi's insinuations and Rick- 
inson's paternalism. I guess they resent other people 
knowing that they have no power except to refuse to 
give welfare to some poor bastard. 

Having warned the welfare staff about the rules, the 
Director o f Operations felt it necessary to spell out 
the rules and add a few more. Those items of the very 
familiar operations manual that he chose to underline 
were these: all workers must report any case of 
welfare fraud to police and/or municipal prosecutor; 


.they must then report to the regional director the res- 


ults of the case (looks like Phil is still trying to prove 
that the rolls are full of dead beats); the social worker 
must make sure that a deserted wife cannotbe supported 
by the husband (an obviously rare case); that '*young 
adults" (under the age of 19) cannot be supported by 
their parents (it was implied that there was “‘а ten- 
dency to grant Social Assistance to young adults living 
away from home", .. any ‘‘young adult" in such a pos- 
ition would probably dispute the legitimacy of this state- 
ment), that there was an ‘‘increasing tendency" to reg- 
ularly grant an emergency foodcoverage in the last few 
days of every month because ''certain families'' are 
*poor managers" (it appears that the director never 
thought that the reason was the inadequacies of the 
initial grant); that hostel accomodation was for three 
days only because it was enough time “Чо investigate 
the labour market and find alternate accomodation’’; 
that the social worker cannot give out the second welfare 
check until a home visit has been made (this must be 
done even though many social workers are seeing as 
many as fourhundred cases every month). 

The only new piece of facism was an attempt by Gag- 
lardi to make it impossible for a worker to grant an 
“Emergency Aid" coverage until the case had been con- 
sidered in Victoria. Most people in the department are 
indicating that this set up would be totally impractical 
and it appears that this little morsel will be revoked. 

Only two things can be ascertained about Gaglardi's 
actions. One is obvious, the government is operating 
with substantially less money *than it anticipated, and 
welfare is a popular place to save money. The second 
is that Gaglardi wants to be heard either to test the 
political climate for his own gain or to discover if he 
can come down with any significant tightening of the 
purse strings and get away with it, Odds are that he 
can and will.

Curtis LeMay, who wanted to ''nuke the Chinks." But I 
wonder if such horrors, because they are widely rec- 
ognized as such (at least outside of the U.S.A.), are as 
dangerous to the survival of the human race as soft- 


sell nuclear reactor proponents such as Lorne Grey, 


chairman of Atomic Energy of Canada, Ltd., Gordon 
Shrum, etal. Hyping us thatnuclear power is ‘‘safe’’ 
and * clean" and that their estimates of increasing de- 
mands for power require the use of nuclear reactors, 


they will lead us to nuclear extinction more definitively 
than LeMay, even if not as quickly. 


In an earlier column (July 15th) it was pointed out that 
there are NON- POLLUTING SOURCES OF ENERGY AND 
POWER SUCH AS SOLAR POWER, ETC., and that if we 
subsidized research and development of those fields 
as liberally as we have done atomic energy, some of 
them would undoubtedly prove to be what atomic energy 
once promised, without its deadly drawbacks. If you 
reject slow nuclear extinction from fast breeder reactors 
read on, brothers and sisters: 


"Scientists and engineers have long puzzled over the 
problems involved in harnessing the sun's energy, the 
use of which would be non-polluting and reliable, Until 
recently, no concrete methods have existed to effectively 
deliver large amounts of electrical power from solar 
energy. The most promising work in this field comes 
from a major American consulting firm, Arthur D, 
Little, Inc. 


"Dr. Peter E. Glaser, who directs their engineering. 


department, recommends the development of a satellite 
solar power system, a system that would utilize huge 
solar collectors in space to collect the sun's energy and 
transmit it to earth in the form of microwaves. 

"In two recent documents, one entitled ‘Technical 
Memorandum: Concept for a Satellite Solar Power 
System' and the other a solar energy study for the U.S. 
Department of the Interior, Glaser's engineering team 
has proposed the vast satellite system as a means of 
supplying world energy requirements 'for millenia to 
come' with an 'absence of environmental pollution.' 

“The sun's energy will be collected by a gigantic 
4.5 million pound satellite orbiting 23,000 miles from 
earth. The two-stage satellite would ‘feature a five- 
mile-square sheet of efficient solar collectors combined 
with a 15-mile-wide microwave transmitting station. 
The space-microwave transmitter would relay a micro- 
wave beam to an earth collector (six miles square), 
which would convert the microwave power into direct- 
current electricity and transmit it along established 
electric power networks. 


“This system would provide enough electric power 
to supply New York’s power needs (as currently pro- 
jected) in the year 2000. The total transmitted elec- 
tricity would be on the order of ve million kilgwalis, 
a staggering figure pos ible c on г. bor ote 2 ncec 


tem equals the most optimistic estimates for nuclear 

NR emus. GET — about 90 percent. By com- 
parison, current steam electric plants have e OE 
of 40 percent. 

“Опе of the most promising aspects of satellite n 
power is the cost of the system. The planners estimate 
that the entire system can be placed into operation for 
about $500 per kilowatt, including full costs of placing 
the heavy equipment into space. Today, huge electric 
plants cost between $225 and $300 per kilowatt to place 
in operation, not counting additional huge expenditures 
for fuel. 

*Dr. Glaser, in a recent interview with ENVIRON- 
MENTAL ACTION, emphasized his paramount concerns 
for the environment and indicated that one problem with 
the projected system might be radiation hazards assoc- 
iated with microwave transmission, His plans call for 
a low microwave density beam well within current 
federal microwave exposure limits. Livingthings coming 
into contact with the microwave beam would not suffer 
‘significant?’ damage if exposed for short periods. 

** ‘The price tag for this system is not too different 
from nuclear fission or fusion power,’ Dr. Glaser 
commented. 'If we counted the true costs of current 
power sources, such as black lung (a coal miners' 
disease), radiation hazards, and thermal, air and water 
pollution, we might find that the proposed solar energy 
system would be far cheaper. We must internalize the 
hidden costs of pollution in our economy and consider 
all factors.’ 

"Dr. Glaser also indicated that currently rising fuel 
costs will encourage people to find alternatives to present 
methods of generating electrical power. He foresees two 
necessary phases of solar utilization: an introductory 
phase, which would mean the widespread use of solar 
heating and cooling in homes, and a long-range applica- 
tion of space solar power, which would provide electricity 
for international application. 

“Glaser told ENVIRONMENTAL ACTION that the use 
of simple solar equipment in U.S. homes would mean 
energy /resource savings of 30 percent of all energy now 
being used for power. This step alone would free large, 
limited reserves of petroleum and other fuels, Glaser 
emphasized that 'our society is entirely dependent on 
energy. We must. work fast to develop long-range 
alternatives to present sources ... In this case, space 
technology can be used to make possible human sur- 
vival.' 

“The prospects for implementing Dr. Glaser’s prop- 


`05а1 look dismal at present. Recently the U.S. Office 


of Science and Technology released statistics indicating 
that solar research currently receives no federal or 
private funds. To develop a solar power system, funds 
must be immediately found to, in Glaser's words, 
‘make an old dream come true.’ ”

'the recent convention in Vancouver of the B.C. Fed- 


eration of Labor has taken a relevant position. The 
convention called for the inclusion of ‘‘environmental 
control clauses’’ in collective bargaining agreements 
and for increased involvement by trade unionists in 
anti-pollution groups. The report of the federation’s 
natural resources committee had contained these re- 
commendations. 

The report’s failure to stress the link between pol- 
lution and the wholesale rape of British Columbia’s 
natural resorces came in for some criticism. Several 
delegates pointed out that giant corporations, whose 
chief concern is to extract natural resources and ship 
them to foreign countries as quickly and cheaply as 
possible, are mainly responsible for pollution and 
environmental destruction in this province. 

One of the report’s most positive features was its 
emphasis that citizens must increase their fight against 
the provincial government’s notorious attempts to stifle 
protest and to discourage participation by the people in 
pollution hearings. Singled out for criticism were: 

— The provincial Pollution Control Branch’s CON- 
TINUED REFUSAL to hold FULL public hearings into 
Utah Mining Company's application to dump mine tail- 
ings into Quatsino Sound; 

— The high handed conduct by Mr. Venables of this 
year's provincial government hearings into pollution 
by the В.С. forest industry.

L RADIATION HAZARDS: 


o Most of the nuclear explosives being tested under- 
ground are made up of 2 components, (1) a trigger of 
uranium or plutonium — otherwise known as an A-bomb 
or fission bomb — and (2) a thermonuclear portion, 
commonly known as an H-bomb or fusion bomb. The 
explosion of the trigger creates a VERY WIDE VARIETY 
OF RADIOACTIVE MATERIALS. 

o À wider variety of radioactive materials may be 
produced in an underground explosion than in an above- 
ground one, depending on the composition of the rock 
and water nearby. 

o No outsider knows much about the quantities of 
radioactive material from underground tests, since the 
design of the explosives is secret, The Atomic Energy 
Commission has made it clear that their design WILL

o Even deeply-buried nuclear explosions occasionally 
release radiation to the outside air; sometimes when the 
explosion forces some of the radioactive gases up 
through the hole used to place the explosive; they can 
also find their way to the surface through natural cracks 
in the rock or through fractures created by the ex- 
plosion. 

o Of 190 tests since '61, 10 have leaked radiation, 

o The amount of radiation released by venting (see 
above) is quite variable — the maximum amount in past 
explosions being COMPARABLE TO THE RADIOACTIV- 
ITY RELEASED IN AN ABOVE/GROUND EXPLOSION

П, BIOLOGIC AL SIGNIFICANCE OF RADIATION: 


o Tritium, the radioactive form of hydrogen, is 
produced directly by fusion explosives and indirectly by 
the action of neutrons on surrounding materials, It 
behaves like hydrogen and CAN BECOME A PART OF 
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Damage caused by tidal wave, Hawaii Island, April 1, 1946. 


ALL LIVING TISSUES, Thus, the radioactive atoms — 
strontium 90, cesium 137, iodine 131 and tritium — 
which are produced by nuclear testing and are chemic-

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VANCOUVER 2 PRESS 
A COMPREHENSIVE TEST BAN 


One of the obstacles to a comprehensive ban on 
nuclear testing has been the difficulty of coming to 
agreement on ways of monitoring compliance with the 
ban. In discussions which preceded the signing of the 
Limited Test Ban in 1963, the United States insisted 
that frequent on-site verification would be needed to 
preclude clandestine underground testing, a require- 
ment which was unacceptable to the Soviet Union. 

Recent developments seem to have removed this 
obstacle, or at least have weakened the technical argu- 
ments which supported it. In April, 1968, the Inter- 
national Institute for Peace and Conflict Research in 
Stockholm (SIPRI) brought together a group of disting- 
uished seismologists to discuss the problem of detecting 
underground nuclear explosions by seismic means. The 
eroup met again in June to agree on a report, which 
was published in August, 1968. The preface to the 
published report (Seismic Methods for Monitoring Under- 
ground Explosions, Stockholm, 1968) was written by 


“a Науа В. В. Neild of SIPRI, and summarizes ће main conclu- 


sions of the conference: 

а) With the existing seismic network, which was not 
.specifically designed for this purpose, identification of 
explosions is possible down to the level of 20 to 60 
kilotons exploded in granite .. 

b) British, Canadian, American and Soviet research 
indicates that identification of explosions down to 10 
kilotons in granite could be achieved on a routine basis 
with the better equipment now becoming available ... 

c) The state of the art has reached the point where 
the issue now is to explore . . . the possibility of 
identification in the range 2 to 10 kilotons in granite. 

Another report to be published soon by SIPRI con- 
tains a further discussion of this point by SIPRI staff 
member Milton Leitenberg: 

The potential violator of an underground test agree- 
ment does not know the other side's seismic detection 
capability and must go well below what he expects it to 
be unless he wants to run a substantial risk of being 
detected. Some few sites have substantially better 
seismic detection capabilities than the average, by a 
factor of 2 or 3, raising the risk still further. One such 


specially good site, Mould Bay in the Canadian Arctic, 
was recording U. S. tests down to one kiloton in allu- 
vium in 1963. Such low- yield tests as would be required 
to escape present detection capabilities supply relatively 
little militarily useful information. 
Taking into account satellite surveillance, which could 


. seems that there is little chance of cheating on a com- 
prehensive test ban.

Milton Leitenberg has shown, in a paper presented 
to the Third Nordic Conference on Peace Research, 
Orenas, May, 1968, that one of the important reasons for 
maintaining an active Plowshare Program is to keep 
together a group of scientists working actively on 
advanced nuclear explosive design, and that without some 
means of testing these devices, the laboratories. and 
and production facilities would be difficult to maintain. 

In the same paper, Leitenberg points out that Dr. 
Gleen Seaborg, Chairman of the AEC, has testified in 
the past that he would ask for a provision in any com- 
prehensive test ban to allow peaceful applications of 
nuclear explosives to proceed. 

А comprehensive test ban which allowed peaceful 
testing, however, would be of doubtful value, as the 
differences between military and peaceful technology 
are not great, and peaceful programs could presumably 
be used to advance weapons technology. The elaborate 
inspection or disclosure which would be needed to pre- 
vent such diversion of peaceful research to military ends 
could probably not be acceptable to either the Soviet 
Union or the United States. 

On the other hand, neither power is likely to give 
up the capability to resume testing quickly without 
strong assurance that the other has not maintained 
such a capability in secret. À comprehensive test ban 
therefore seems unlikely without an arms limitation or 
reduction agreement. The hazards of continued testing 
may provide some additional impetus for such an

Behind the words, the glossy obituaries and the 
trumpeted coronation, what will this mean for Van- 
couver's theatrical future? 

Even two years ago people spoke of this city as the 
theatrical capital of English Canada. The Playhouse was 
staging a number of new works, playing to near or full- 
capacity houses. There was Stage 2, in the space which 
was to become (briefly) Big Mother, putting on new 
works, many by Canadian playwrights. Season ticket 
subscription was near ten thousand. 

The picture now is a little grimmer. Stage 2 is gone 
completely. Operations for the children's theatre sec- 
tion, known as Holiday Playhouse, are curtailed, Season 
tickets are up a thousand from last year, but are still 
‘around 8,500. There have been no premieres for some 
time, and after the ‘excesses’ of THE FILTHY PIR- 
ANESE and GRASS & WILD STRAWBERRIES (which had 
The Collectors) innovations have consisted of bringing 
Tom Campbell and the rest of his troupe into the 
repertoire. 

On the other hand, David Gardner has widened the 

circle of actors and opened the doors for a number of 
new faces. Many of the beloved old ones, whose voices 
still resonate through CBC radio dramas, were seen no 
more, And the quality of productions, except for notable 
lapses, has gone up. 
. Since David Gardner is now going to Ottawa, to be in 
charge of all theatre funds spent by the Canada Council, 
he will be in an eminently good position to remedy the 
‘deficits incurred last season, which almost caused the 
Playhouse to be closed down, An Easterner, Gardner 
never really got used to Vancouver and the dubious 
cultural challenge it poses. If on his arrival he found 
it made of wood, as Augustus Rome, he is unlikely to 
leave it made of marble. 

The job he will have filled for two years is nota 
rewarding one. Ultimate control rests with a board of 
directors, members of the community with greatinterest 


in theatre, as well as in a number of other things. The ^, 


artistic director is supposed to combine the talents of

Fifteen 
‘hundred-odd people brave the wild weather (I was 
reminded of the storm in JULIUS CAESAR) to give the 
Gardens a not-quite-embarassing tinge of humanity. The 
amount of time needed to set up equipment is much too 
long by even Tom Northcott’s standards, and people 
amuse themselves by fashioning various and diverse 
paper airplanes out of Hank Zevallos’ Hooker /Hammond 
announcements and staging amock Battle of Britain on 
the Gardens floor.

Jeff 
writes and sings funny little songs, accompanies him- 
self with an acoustic guitar, and starts to drag after 
the fifth song. 

After Jeff, after Mason Profitt, after innumerable 
delays, after the Vancouver weather, the Youngbloods 
make iton stage. Even their low-key stage presence 
seems speedy. Their music, however, makes up for 
everything else. They are, in a word, fantastic. Jesse 
Colon has a voice that is still hard to believe after 
listening. to it for about two hours, Effortless is one way 
to describe it, soaring is abother. Anyway, high points 
were predictable (‘‘Quicksand’’,  ''Get Together", 
‘‘Darkness’’) and the finesse was at times unbelievable. 
New musicians are also great. Jeff Caine's brother, 
Michael, plays bass with the group, and he is more than 
adequate, Their other brother, Richard, plays harp like 
ten guys and was also featured on a few songs. The trip 
was right, bright and tight. I really enjoyed it. 

Tonight, people, tonight, is the night that Hooker and 
Hammond fulfill their contract and play for all us folk 
in Vancouver. If the wait hasn't whetted your appetite 
then there is a good chance nothing will. See you there, 
bunkies. 

Another reason for making the Hooker-Hammondshow 
besides the chance to dig on .the two talented blues 
men is a new group — TRICYCLE. Made up of Doug 
Innis, Davis Manning and Joe Mock, these guys know 
where music comes from and how to really let it rip. 
Color blue. And they're all Vancouver people. 

This weekend is also going to be a heavy, musically 
speaking. The Kinks do it to us Friday night and then 
whamo, Saturday night Canned Heat, Seeds of Time 
and that all-time rocker, Chuck Berry. I saw Chuck 
about two years ago and if he's anything like he was 
then, he?ll be great. 

Next week we'll be doing a batch of reviews on the 
latest discs released, but one that outshines everything 
this month is a re-release on the Barnaby label entitled. 
OTIS SPANN IS THE BLUES, The original record was 
released in 1961, and since Otis' death, this one recording 
must stand as the best to date, Best cut on the disc, 
and the one most indicative of Otis' talent is an extended 
instrumental blues called ‘‘Otis In The Dark”. АП his 
trademarks are in this one cut: the thumping left 
foot, the solid left hand pumping out the beat, and his 
extraordinary blues inventiveness raking your guts with 
his right hand. When the world lost Otis, it lost one of 
the best blues pianists ever. Guitarists, take note: some 
of the blues licks he uses make a lot of the screaming 
guitar statements sound pale in comparison.

Originally 
the sound system problem was huge. We started out 
with acoustic strings — violins and cellos — which 
can't be amplified loud enough because they feed back. 
So it was absolutely impossible to hear the strings 
because you couldn't turn them up loud enough, and 
even at the level you were turning them up there was а 
constant rumble and hum. 

GS: At the UBC concert, I noticed that the strings were 
playing an awful lot, but they weren't always heard. 
Maybe it was the acoustics up there. 

PH: Well, you should be able to hear them now, though 
we're in the process of getting a whole new sound 
system. One of the things that happen to people who 
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. listen to the band for the first time is they're not aware 


of what the strings sound like. The strings that we have 
now are not acoustic strings — they're solid body, and 
they don't SOUND like strings. Very often they're not 
playing *'string" parts. I remember a review of one of 
our concerts where a guy completely mistook a guitar 
solo for a string solo. Right now there's not so much a 
problem of hearing the strings as getting the quality 
out of the strings that we have, and that's been solved 
for one of the stringed instruments, and parts have been 
ordered for the other two. We finally got the right com- 
bination of electronics together that we're all happy 
with. So number one was that. We gotour sound system — 
we paid about forty thousand dollars for it— and as soon 
as we got that there was a big improvement, That was 
stage one — for once everybody could really hear what 
was happening. Now we realize that there's so much 
distortion and hum and noise in our system compared 
to what we want that we're getting a completely new 
system built, We're having an 8-track board builtfor us, 
similar to the one we've been using, but when the band 
stops playing there's real silence. The other problem 
with sound is that in order to feel really cohesive on 
*. stage, you've got to hear what's happening. In a three or 
“four-man group that's not very difficult, but with Light- 
house where youmay be separated by fifteen or twenty 
feet and have -some trumpets blasting a foot away from 
you, and it’s important that you hear the string line, 
_ that can be a big problem. The entire monitoring thing 
on stage is a big problem. Chicago’s having the same 
trouble — they’ve spent thousands of dollars on differ- 
ent systems. At the Isle of Wight they were es

Perhaps the largest area yet to be settled in North 
America is Northern Ontario, comprising over 360,000 
square miles of territory with a population of only a 
little more than half a million. Northern Ontario is as 
varied in terrain as it is large in size. Covering 


some 1000 miles between the Provinces of Quebec 
and Manitoba, and extending north from North Bay to 
James and Hudson's Bay, Northern Ontario is a land 
of tens of thousands of clear lakes, rugged hills of 
Precambrian rock, endless tracts of timber and an 
almost limitless freedom to exercise one's own abilities 
in creating a better life. 

While much of Northern Ontario is unsuited to any 
kind of agriculture, being either too cold or rocky, 
numerous areas exist within Northern Ontario that 


, Offer excellent possibilities. One such area is 


NEAR NORTH 


The ‘‘near north" or southern extremity of Northern 


| Ontario is approx 300 miles wide, covering the dis- 


tance from Ottawa River on the east to Lake Superior 


in the west and extending for 50 miles north and south 


of that line. Largely lowland, many tracts of good farm- 
able land exist, and in some places, have been devel- 
oped. The entire area is well served by all forms of 
transportation and has within its boundries, one third 
of Northern Ontario's population. Even so, the ‘‘пеаг 
north" is still underpopulated, having most of its pop- 
ulation centered in the three largest cities of North 
Bay (24,000), Sudbury (120,000) and Sault Ste. Marie 
(75,000). Mining & paper manufacturing comprise the 
economic mainstays of the entire 54,000 sq. mile area 
though some other less important industries, notably 
steelmaking at the Soo, do flourish. When one considers 
that the area of the near north is larger than either 
Alabama, New York State or Nova Scotia and New 
Brunswick combined and has a population of approx. 
300,000 (mostly urban), it is possible to get some idea 
of the great possibilities that exist for those who want 
to go “‘back to the land." 

The soils of the near north are largely clay having 
the features of the Gleysol group. They range from 
poorly drained sandy clays (about 30%) to well drained 
and fertile heavy clays with intermittant peat deposits. 
Organic gardening is well suited to the area though few 
established farmers have tried such as yet. The prin- 
cipal land use so far has been dairyingand the raising of 
Hay, Cereal grains and potatoes. Recently, cattle rais- 
ing has been attempted with considerable success. Soils 
of this area (except for those that are too rocky or too 
wet because of poor drainage) are of the kinds that 
would guarantee success to anyone wanting only to do 
subsistence farming in the organic way. Since the main 
agricultural region of the province of Ontario is many 
hundreds of miles south, an excellent market is here 
for all surplus truck vegetables either through varied 
retail outlets in the local population centers or through 
self-run road side stands. 


The Near North is quite rich in natural foodstuffs, 
and edible plants are to be 


tire area, In some places, wild rice is harvested on 
a very profitable basis. 


CLIMATE 


The Near North's growing season is 170 days plus. 


This means that the average mean temperature stays 
above 42 degrees for over 170 days in the area. The 
precipitation in the area is (in mean figures) 30 to 
35 inches of rain and 80 inches of snow. The mean 
July temperature is 64 degrees and the mean temperature

coldness and snowfall seems somewhat severe (not 
all the 80 inches stays on the ground; most of it melts 
between falls and only three feet or so is the maximum 
depth) the exceptionally low humidity and clarity of the 
northern air makes the winters more of an enjoyable 
experience than in the chilly, damp and dirty climes 
of the south. |

natural beauty. Freedom and individuality are more than 
empty words, indeed, they are a way of life, One prime 
source of information on low-cost land in the area is| 
the Н.М.

The Near North would need five or six such 
maps. Be sure to ask for those maps that cover the 
area east from Sault Ste.

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Here is our recipe for Granola: 

4 cups water 
— place in a pan on the stove 

1/4 cup oil (corn, soy or peanut oil) 

2/3 cup honey 

1/2 cup molasses 

1/2 cup brown sugar 
— add to the water to make a syrup. Warm the 
water until all the sugars are dissolved. It requires 
no more heat. - 

1 2/3 cups unsweetened raw coconut 

3/4 cup bran 

1 cup wheat germ 

2 cups raisins 

1 Tbsp. pure almond extract 

2 Tbsp. pure vanilla extract 

l cup slivered raw almonds 

3/4 cup raw shelled sunflower seeds 

l cup sliced raw large peanuts 
— add to syrup making sure that the bran and coco- 
nut are thoroughly soaked with the syrup. The almond 
and vanilla extracts can be varied to suit individual 
tastes. 

2 sliced apples 
— add to syrup just before pouring the syrup over 
the oats 

5 lbs. rolled oats 

— stir syrup through the oats until everything is 
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Spread the mixture in cake pans and roast in a 350 "n 
degree oven. Use 3-4 pans and remove them one at 
a time to stir the mixture to prevent burning and to 
break up lumps. You will have to stand in front of the 
oven for about one hour while stirring and roasting. 
Roast the mixture until it is dry. DO NOT BROWN. 
Remove from the oven and stir occasionally while 
it is cooling. Refill your cake pans with more of the 
damp mixture and start roasting that. You will have 
3-4 batches if you use the amounts given in this recipe. 

АП of the ingredients can be obtained at Famous 
Foods in Vancouver, Get large flake rolled oats for 
best results. The net cost is about 256 per Ib. and 
it keeps forever. Small amounts will keep you going 
for a long time. Its good with fresh fruit and if you'rei 
wealthy enough, whole milk, Pouring warm milk on it 
is great too.

in the Canadas, 
.1815- 1873 


Stanley B. Ryerson, Progress Books, Toronto, 1968. 
by Cliff Andstein 


The demands and analysis of the Front de Liberation 
du Quebec and the Front de Liberation Populaire are 
continually referred to as irrational and unjustified. 
We are told that there are social and political problems, 
but they are being solved. 

However, there is no indication as to how long these 
problems have existed and whether the solutions, if 
any, are being effective. Stanley Ryerson's analysis 
of Canadian history, 1815-1873, indicates how old some 
of these problems are and provides us with a perspec- 
tive which allows us to examine the effectiveness of 
contemporary solutions. 

I.was led to UNEQUAL UNION through a concern 
with the increase in nationalist sentiment (particularly 
anti-Americanism) amongst Canadians of various social 
classes and political leanings. It appeared that a nation- 
alist analysis had at least one serious defect in that 
it ignored the particular nature of Canada as a bi- 
national state, In his prologue Ryerson recognizes this: 


“The communities of which we have been speaking— 
Indian, French-Canadian, British colonial settlers— 
are identifiable as entities possessing certain char- 
acteristics in common. They have in varying measure 
the character of peoples, of distinct national commun- 
ities. The national factor is a reality, operative and 
influencing relationships: those of Indian people to 
the usurpers of their homeland; the relations between 

_ Фе French-Canadians and the conquering British, 
and those of both European groups toward the In- 
dian. Yet important as is the fact of national identity 
and difference, it is not the.prime mover. It cannot 
provide the explanation for the dynamic of 
changes either within the community, 
scale of relations among peoples. Attempts at ex- 
planation solely in terms of nation or race end up 
in a reactionary mysticism whose unfailing (if tacit) 
premise is the alleged innate superiority of the ex- 
ponents' own race or nation."' 


Ryerson's concern is with a more dynamic explanation 

of the roots of conflict in the Canadas and UNEQUAL 
UNION follows from his view that “history is made 
| ру people active, collectively and as individuals, in 
three intersecting areas of social being: that of the 
‘metabolism’ of man and nature; . . . thatofclass 
antagonism and conflict; . . . and the area of relations 
between national communities . . ." It is part of Ryer- 
son's technique to weave together quotes from the 
writings of contemporaries of the period and his own 
historical analysis: 


“Іп lower Canada, the struggle involved not only 
colonial self-government, as in the other provinces, 
but the right of self-determination for the French- 
Canadian nation. From the conquest onward, this 
was to become the burning issue in the valley of 
'the 5% Lawrence . . . As one of the (London auth- 
_ orities) organs, the MERCURY, wrote: ‘After 47 
years of possession it is only right that the province 
should finally become English.' The threat to French- 
Canadian survival called into being a national-dem- 
ocratic movement of resistance with the slogan ‘Our 
Language, our institutions, and our laws!’ ? 


It is quite evident at this point in the book that the 
roots of the conflict in Canada, 1970, are very deep. 
In addition to attempts at cultural genocide the peoples 
of Lower Canada had to contend (as did the people of 
the Maritimes and Upper Canada) with what Lord 
Durham later referred to as a mixture of ‘‘represent- 
ative and irresponsible government” — ‘‘the combining 
of apparently popular institutions with an utter absence 
of all efficient control of the people over their rulers.” 
The rulers in London attempted to keep the elected 
assemblies powerless and ‘‘collision thus became in- 
evitable between the appointed Executive and Legis- 
Í lative Councils on the one hand (representing the in- 
| terests of the imperialist rulers and the local merchant- 
| landlord cliques)and the elected assemblies (representing 
‘the settlers and censitaires, professionals and local 
В industrialists),’’ 
| As the struggle for national self-determination inten- 
į sified, а split occured in the national democratic move- 
‘ment. “Тһе right wing represented in the main the 
Í Lower Canadian liberal bourgeoisie: like their counter- 
{parts in Upper Canada, as the struggle sharpened they 
} broke with the petty-bourgeois revolutionary democrats 
j and, despite protestations of democratic sentiments, 


or on the 


gravitated increasingly to the sides of the forces of 
colonial counter-revolution. ’’ 

The PATRIOTES, meanwhile, moved to the left. 
In the face of censorship, arrests of activists and jour- 
nalists, troop movements and killings, they continued 
to “сгеа{е a network of parish and regional committees 
charged with the task of organizing meetings, preparing 


‚ resolutions, sending petitions,” The Governor intensified 


the repression and the people responded” іп a most 
revolutionary manner: 


“The repressive measures of the authorities had 
included the removal of French-Canadian judges or 


others who showed signs of radical sympathies, and 


dismissal of militia officers guilty of the same 
‘crime’. Already,under Dalhousie's regime, separate 
French-Canadian regiments had been disbanded. In 
reply to these measures the Patriote committees 


proceeded in one locality after another to constitute 


their own judiciary, militia and administrative ap- 
paratus . . .Militia officers removed by the governor 
because of their patriotic stand were to be re-elected 
by those who in each parish had formed their own 
corps of militia... In this way they not only replaced 
officials whom the governor had dismissed, but began 
to lay the basis for municipaland localadministrations 
which the colony had hitherto lacked. ” 


The conflict, which in Lord Durham's view, was 
"precipitated by the British from an instinctive sense 
of the danger of allowing the Canadians full time for 
preparation", was eventually won by the British rulers. 
Ryerson continues to weave his analysis and story through 
the century. First the Patriotes, later the Parti rouge, 
continue to struggle, not for the self-determination 
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by DAVID CULL, COACH HOUSE PRESS, Cloth $6.00.

I’m very happy to see this new book from David Cull, 
for a number of reasons. Cull is an important link in 
the growth of the counter-culture in Vancouver, and 
this book will be a valuable item for people there who 
want to read or collect the evidence that made its way. 

David Cull was, in the early and middle sixties, a 
central figure in the West Coast poetry scene, a member 
of the Tish circle, and at the forefront of the concerns 
that are so normal now: mind expansion, eastern mystic 
footsteps, preservation of the wild. When he left Van- 
couver after 1964 he went with other people you'll 
know (Fred Wah, Robert Hogg, Lannie Beckman, etc) 
to Buffalo. Now he has gone further east or west, to 
the mountains of India, 7,000 feet up, and higher much

for the right of the people to their own language, their 
own institutions and their own laws. | 
The importance of UNEQUAL UNION lies in its 

analysis of another period and the perspective it allows 
to bring to the struggle being carried on today. Sep- 
aratism, the right of national self-determination, is 
not an irrational idea pulled out of the air by the 
P.Q., the F.L.Q., or the F.L.P. Ryerson allows us 
to see this as a manifestation of the response to in- 
justices of a large number of people over the last century 
and a half. Also, the Patriotes, ten years before pub- 
lication of the Communist Manifesto, and later the 
Parti rouge, rejected the nationalist state capitalism 
of the rightist elements, now evident in the P.Q., 
and were the ideological forerunners of the current 
Quebec liberation movements, the F. L.Q. and the F.L, P. 
The seeds of revolution were sown in Quebec, not 
during the "quiet revolution" of.the 1960's, but in the 
-eonflicts of the ninteenth century. UNEQUAL UNION 
provides a very clear look at the origins of this struggle.

poems there. 

For me there is an added note, of course, in the per- 
sonal associations. There is, for instance, a lovely 
poem about 1351 Pender, an important house in the 
Vancouver poetry sixties scene, once the home of Sam 
Perry and later of Jamie Reid. The poem is filled with 
nostalgia and sadness for the dead poets that seem both 
so reeent and so far ago, making me bitter and smarmy 
at the same time. It contains these words for Jamie, 
words that tell us now of the divergent streams from 
that recent history:
